Wounded Mexican Says Villa 
Wounded But Troops Not 
Told 


GERMAN MILITARY 
OBSERVER'S STORY 


Federals Lured Rebels Into Trap 
and Then Opened Murderous 
Fire

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, Mareh 29. 
Such news as reached here from day 
to day was unfavorabie to the rebeis. 
The wounded rebels continue to arrive 
by train, bringing the number to 588. 
Several hundred other wounded were 
being provided for at Jiminez, and 
batehes of wounded were distributed 
at Parral and Santa Rosalia. 

This outcome of the sanguinary 
conflict at Torreon with the suggestion 
that the iist ef dead on the rebel 
side necessarily would be great, tends 
to make headquarters reticent about 
the progress of the battle. The offi- 
cers admittedly have received des- 
patches from the front, but they de- 
clined to reveal the contents. 

The report originated from one of 
the hospitals after more wounded 
came in, that General Francisco Villa 
had been wounded slightly and com- 
pelled to retire from the front. The 
repont was based sole:y on the word 
of a wounded soldier, who, however 
insisted he had seen Villa wounded 
He declared Tor moral effect the news 
was withheld from the ranks of the 
army. 

A German military observer, who 
arrived today from the front, said: 

“The federal army lured us right 
into Gomez Palacio, a suburb to the 
north of Torreon, before they opened 
fire. Then they let loose such a hall 
of rifle and machine gun shot as 
would have complete.y demoralized an 
ordinary Mexican army. The men fell 
by the score. A cotton bale platform 
by the railroad tracks was sv covered 
with dead rebels that one could not 
walk across it without stepping on a 
body. General Villa had such a large 
army that he felt we could afford to 
sacrifice many men to get a foothold. 
Aimost the whole Saragos brigade 
under General Aguirre Benavides, wos 
thus wiped out, aithough | thing Gen- 
eral Benavides escaped. 

“The shock was a surprise to the 
rebel troops, who had expected to 
seare the federals and to walk into 
Torreon with little fighting. Three 
or four days’ fighting up w the time 
I left failed to bring about any re- 
sults.” 

General Villa's delay in taking Tor- 
reon, it is said, has revived the belief 
that, shou:d the Huerta forces drive 
him north, something in the nature of 
a’ northern republic, embracing the 
states bordering on the United States, 
will be established. The plan of sep- 


arating the north from the south of 
Mexico has long been contemplated 
by some of the rebel leaders. 


Unless decisive results are achieved 
soon the financial affairs of the rebe! 
territory will reach a crisis, aecord- 
ing to men in authority. 


BRITISH RAILWAYS

“It seems good to be in civilization 
once more after twenty-two years of 
voluntary exile among the Indiane of 
the north,” 

The speaker wag the Rev, Pere 
Edouard Gouy, Father Superior of 
St. Isodore Mission at Fort Smith, 
who arrived in Edmonton by rail from 
Athabasca on Saturday evening, after 
being away from the city for nearly a 
querter of a century. 

In the flowing black robes of the 
Oblate fathers; a large jet cross and 
bronge crucifix tucked in his girdle; 
a heavy untrimmed dark beard, be- 
ginning to show streaks of gray, but 
with the healthy tan of the north on 


his face, Pather Gouy presents a 
striking figure. 
Fort Smith is on the Siave River 


in Mackenzie territory, just one and 
one-half miles north of Alberta's 
northern boundary, at latitude 60. It 
is 665 miles distant by rail and river, 
or one and one-half times as far north 
of Edmonton as Edmonton is north 


of the [nternational boundary, 
Gather Gouy came on the river ice 

by dog team to Fort MeMurray, a 

distance of 314-miles, That part of 


the journey occupied about two weeks, 
including a resting spell at Fort 
Chipewyan, on Lake Athabasca, From 
Fort McMurray to Athabasca, a dis- 
tance of 256 miles, he came up the 
Athabasca River by horse sleigh, in 
company with O, L. Burdick, a fur 
buyer, and Joseph Odette, a Fort Mc- 
Murray trader. Mr. Burdick is stop- 
ping with his son William on the 
Gal.agher Estate, and Mr. Odette is 
at the Leland Hotel, Father Gouy 
is paying a visit to the Oblate Mission, 
49uv Tenth street, 

“l saw today at Athabasca an auto- 
mobile for the first time,”’ said Father 
Gouy. “Such things were n/t dream- 
ed of when, as a young man of 25, L 
left for the north to work among the 
Cree Indians. Edmonton was then 
but a village. Of course, I have kept 
tracks of its growth through the 
newspapers, although we received 
papers only during the summer by 
canoes and an occasional steamboat, 
the winter mail carriers by dog teams 
confining themselves to letters.” 


Father Gouy made light of a sug- 
gestion as to the remoteness of his 
northern station, and said he was not
